FAMILIAR 

Newspaper readers in the West 
are familiar with some of the 
official Maoist quotes put out Over 
the years. The ordinary Chinese 
citizen is quite familiar with these 
writings as well 一 and well aware 
that Mao's words are utilized by 
one group of leaders for one 
purpose and other leaders for 
another. 

But the words of Chairman 
Mao often cherished most by the 
person in thestreet come 们 om his 
unofficial writings，CcOoOnverSa- 
tions，Pprivate talks and off-the- 
cuff comments，These salty and 
iconoclastic phrases are copied 


down and passed about hand to 
hand and are known to millions， 
Few Chinese are unfamiliar 
with Mao's Private talks with his 
niece，distributed widely during 
the Cultural Revolution，when he 
told her to violate the rules of her 


_school deliberately and to rebel 


against all the regulations when 
she returned. 

When she protested because she 
was afraid of being criticized， 
Mao told her,“I dont think you 
will be very capable in the future 
(she is now a deputy foreign 
minister), You are afraidq of being 
accused of violating the school 
system， of criticism，of a _ bad 
record，of being expelled from 
School or failing to get Party 
membership， Why should you be 
afraid of so many things The 
worst that can come to you js 
expulsion from school, The school 
should allow the students to rebel. 
Rebel when you return to school,” 

Mao asked his niece if she was 
required at school to study the 
Holy Bible and Buddhist sutras， 
When his startled niece replied， 
“No， why shouldq we read them? 
Mao replied, “How can you do 
translations or handle ， foreign 
affairs 让 you do not study the Holy 
Bible and Buddhist sutras?”These 
are the quotes the people enjoy 
and treasure and may Some time 
use against those authorities who 
would close off avenues of infor- 
mation to the common people. 


FALL ASLEEP

After a decade of tumultuous 
Politics，of conservative Political 
leaders mouthing revolutionary 
rhetoric and radical leaders 
mouthing dogma and ji]1- 
conceived programs，the Chinese 
People at the bottom have lost 
much of their former political 
naivete，They will undoubtedly 
recall Chairman Mao's inspection 
tour of the country in 1968 when 
the oldq revolutionary asked every 
leading cadre， “Do you jlecture 
people all the time? Do you listen 
to what people haveto say?” 

Citizen Yang may no longer be

The death of Chairman Mao Tse-tung has struck a 
mixed chord in the Chinese American community. 

To the older generation， many of whom are refu- 
gees of the Communist-Nationajlist conflict， Mao and 
other Communist leaders have always been consid- 
ered villains.They blame Mao for dqisrupting their life 
style, for taking over private properties，but mostly， 
for having so radically changed their motherland that 
they can no longer fit imn， 

To another segment of the population，Chairman 
Mao symbolizes a nevw dawn on the Chinese earth 
The revolution under his leadership has ended cen- 
turies of poverty，corruption in the government，and 
humiliation caused by foreign intrusion and exploita- 
tion. Although they have lived outside China during 
the past decades, they nevertheless identify with the 
Communist revolution. No doubt the chairmans 
passing has caused deep grief among them， 

_To the larger portion of Chinese Americans，Chair- 
man Mao means a new reality in the ancestral land. 

FEor a real assessment of the chairmans thoughbt and 
leadership, this group of Chinese Americans would be 
very poor judges indeed,. Eew have read his writings， 
and fewer still have actively participated in the revo- 
lution . 

They are，however，fascinated by the changes 训 
China. Of course, these changes，at times，also cause 
puzzlement and misunderstanding. 

They see the new prestige and respect the world 
sommunity has accorded China, and enjoy the bene- 
fits this new image offers to all overseas Chinese. 

Under Chairman Maos leadership，most Chinese 
Americans appreciate Pekings opening of a new 
chapter of U.S.-China relations with Washington， 
China's firm policy in renouncing dual citizenship 
and urging Chinese everywhere to take up local citi- 
zenship encourages Chinese Americans to take root in 
the United States. This attitude also helps the emer- 
gence of a new attitude and atmosphere in our com- 
munity which would foster change and imnprovement 
through our own efforts， 

The passing of Chairman Mao signals the end of an 
era in which China was led by a continuous leader- 
ship through decades of wars and conflicts, From the 
younger leaders in Peking, we look forward to a per- 
iod in the world where all nations would promote 
friendship and understanding.

As a Leninist Mao believed in 
organization， though he never 
wrote about it systematically. But 
Mao believed most deeply in-the 
Principle that all human society is 
not 
harmony、 Because of this belief， 
he never felt confident that a 
Partv of communist mandarins 
could long stay in power after his 
death. He well knew, as did most 
Chinese，that 2000 vears before 
there was a_ great revolutionary 
dvynasty that brilliantly organized 
and unified China but lasted only 
a ScOre of years，Sswept away after 
the death of the great indispen- 
Sible leader. Mao looked upon the 
Chinese Communist Party as 3a 
similar brittle structure，And he 
saw the Soviet Communist Party 
in exactly the same light.

Thus he liked to 
think out broad patterns of world 
history to come:. 

His visions went far -beyond 
China，contrary to the Picture of 
him given by Sinologists who 
portray -him as just another 
Chinese emperor， He admired 
Charles de Gaulle ,because de 
Caulle, too, had visions of where 
the world was going， 

Interestingly, his vision is much 
more globalthan Chinese. In fact， 
Mao never Promised China a rosy 
future,， -only continual blood， 
sweat and_ tears _ through Per- 
manent revolution. But the two 
Superpowers， the U.S and 
U.S.S.R..， he ， believed， would 
eventually wear one another 
away leaving the future to those 
nations that did not aspire to 
world rule. 

That his vision has been global 
and his basic ideas not tradition- 
ally Chinese may account for the 
fact that he may be more res- 
pected by foreigners than by 
Chinese，That he is adored and 
loved in China is clear，but not 
that heis understood.， After al]， 
the dominant intellectual in- 
fluences in his life 一 teenage read- 
ings and youthful politics 一 Were 
Western， revolutionary and 
Marxist， 

DESTINY 

下 Mao were around to listen to 
all the speculationmn .about his 
Succession， he would Probably 
Subscribe to the more lugubrious 
ones. Like mostChinese, he is well 
read in Chinese classics，many of 
which are unending tales of the 


fickleness of politics _ and the 
inevitable depravitvy of govern- 
ment. But the thing :that he 


believed from his earliest Marxist 


davs was that Chinas destinvy Was 
and had to be linkedq with the rest 
of the world.，Being a Marxist 
meant for Mao being a man of the 
world, not just a Chinese bottled 
up in an overcrowded country， 

Maoslegacy remains to be seen， 
even the question of whether his 
name will continue to be honored. 
He died at the end of an era，an 
era when destinies of peoples were 
intertwined with the being of one 
person. He was born when the 
events that produced China today 
were Spawned，just as similar 
events in the West Spawned the 
two world wars and what came 
afterwards， It is a new era now 
and one can sav that he died when 
he really had nothing left to do.
